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Among the many changes which 
the tieath of the queen will neces- 
sitate one of the most important, 
and ceitainl.v not the least expen- 
sive, is in the stamp issue of the 
United Kindom. It is yet too early 
to state the precise nature of the 
alteiations that will be made 
inasmuch as the treasurj', the in- 
land rovenuo department aud the 
postoftice and the three government 
offices concerned in the matter, 
have not yet made up their minds 
on the subject. Correspondence 
has passed among tho three de- 
partments, and a decision will be 
made on an early date. 

One obvion.s and necessary 
change is, of course, that the head of 
King Edward VII will replace that 
of Queeir Victoria on all stamps, 
but the question that is agitating 
tho minds of the otVicials is the pos 
tion of the Kinsr's head. It will, as 
in tho present issue, be jilaced with- 
in a circle, but a suggestion has 
been made from an infiuontial 
quarter that the head should be 
reversed. Against Ihi.s. has been 
urged that the rever.sed of the head 
would make his majesty look away 
from the address. This may appear 
a frivolous objection, but it is 
nevertheless, ime to whieli tho 
authorities aro giving serious con- 
sideration. Their itieason tho sub- 
ject of the new issue will ho em- 
bodied in a report whieh will bo 
placed before tiie king, who will 
give the final decision. This ques- 
tion of tho position of the monarch's 
lit^ad is praotically the only one 
that has to be settled, as a con- 
sequence of the qaeon's death, to 
make any change in tho colors of 
the stamps One change in color 
will, however, shortly be announc- 
ed to tho public, but it was decided 
on some considerable time since, and 
has no connection with the death of 
her majesty. All tho green adhe- 
sive stamps will bo abolished and 
(;armino colored stamps will be 
snbslituted for them. The post- 
office has been obliged to make this 
change on account, it is understood, 
of the discoveiy that the green 
coloring matter used in tho print- 
ing of these stamps is of a poison- 
ous character. The other colors 
aro absolutely free fi-.im .,!i\- «Meh 
suspicion. 

The cost of ihe ciianf;)' may be 
estimated when it is stated that 
not only has a die to be cut for each 
separate stamp, but, stam]>s being 
printed in sheets each individual 
stamp iu the shoot mu.sthavoa tlie. 
Eighteen posts go stamps, ranging 
in value from 1 halfpenny to £5, 
will be affected by the oha»>ge. 
These stamps are, of course, also 
available for inlan«l revenue tele- 
graphic purposes. There are also 
two series of embosse^l envoloiH»s, 
one bearing a halfpenny and the 
other a penny stamp, which req\jiro 
separate dies, as well as newspaper 
wrappei-a and postcards. Tho pro- 
paratiou of tho dies will occupy at 
least a twelvemonth, and when they 
are rt»ady the printing of the new 
stamps will be begun at once. 
Gradually the stamps with the fa 
miliar head of the queen will pass 
out of u.so, anil find a place only in 
tho albums of philatelists. — lA)n(ii>tt 
Chfxtnick.

A PEN PICTURE OF THE GREAT PAN- 
AMERICAN EXPOSITION — ITS Ct>ST, 
UKNKRAL APPEARANCE— SOON TO 
BE OPENED TO THE PUBLIC. 



Whil(> newspapers abound in 
" Pan-American News" compara- 
tively little has been said of it in 
the other cities' papers, also while 
here it^is the all absorbing topic, I 
am awaie that we, the deaf of Buf- 
falo, have not done our share in pro- 
claiming the coming glories in 
papers for the deaf, so now I take 
up my pen and try to picture the 
Journal's readers a few of tho 
wonderous beauties that await their 
coming to Buffalo. 

First lot mo say a few words of 
the city itself. As you already 
know Buffalo is the great commer- 
cial gateway between the' East and 
the West, also one of the principal 
railway centers of the United 
States. Being forty-five square 
miles in area, it has fully two 
hundred fifty miles of smooth as- 
phalt pavements, which will delight 
lovers of the wheel. 

Of parks and drives, no city 
excels it, while of its buildings, I 
simply say, "Come and see, and 
judge for yourself." The exposition 
grounds are situated in the northern 
part of tho city well within it« 
limits. Three hundred and fifty 
acres are devoted to this grand 
undertaking. All electric lines 
land their passengei-s at the Exposi- 
tion's gate, while steam railroads 
biing theirs to the Expo.silion's 
Station, such is the foresight of 
Buffalo for the comfort of visitore. 

For the Exposition, New York 
State has appropriated *:),00tl,000 
and the Government $r),000,000, the 
capital t)eing $'2,500,000. Its 
object is t<> show the progress of the 
State and the countries of the 
W^estern Hompshire during the last 
one hundred years, and to bring 
them into closer relationship both 
sooially and commercially, and so 
jii-omote the welfare of the people. 
So oil the 201 h of May the gales of 
this Exposition will bo thrown wide 
to tho huiidieds of thousands of 
visitors that will flock t« wifnes.'j the 
opening of wh>»t will go down in 
history as the most wonderful un- 
jiaralled display of American beauty 
and interest. 

As the gates swing aside to admit 
the visitor, a most artistic arranged 
group of beautiful buildings, open- 
ing hpon broad courts greet the eye 
and for the momiMil nearly take the 
bi'caihe away. Tho pure whiteness 
of the marble of principal build'ugs 
blends harmoniously with the beau- 
tiful tints of others, producing a 
scenery that will charm the eye and 
taste of the most fastidious Th^ 
style of the Spanish Renaissance is 
most generally used, though some 
such as the New York Slato build- 
ing, — which is to bo permanent cost- 
ing $l75,00t), are of the Doric Greek 
Temple Style. Of the Courts, the 
Esplanade is tho principal one; and 
built in the form of the letter T, 
being over 1700 feet long. Next 
comes the (\)nrt of Fountains, 
which is 2000 feet long atid 500 feet 
wide. The approach or Fore Court 
is beyond the Triumphal Bridge, 
North of the two former courts. On 
the right and the left of the 
Esplanade are two subordinnte 
courts, one being known as the 
C\>urf of Lilies and the other the 
Court of Cypi-oiwes. The build ngs 
open upon the courts. 

To describe these buildings is 
beyond my pen's power. Sufiicient 
be it if 1 simply name them. Each 
State has its own building, beautiful 
as beautiful as can be. The govern- 
ment buildings where is illustrated 
the machinery of the government, 
where besides the nine departments, 
the Smith.sonian Institute, the 
National Museum, Itureau of 
American Republics, U. S. Fish 
Commission, will be included, are 
grand. 

For this purpose ^.■)0O,uO0 has 
appn>priated by the National 
(Tovernment. 

Other buildings, such as the 
Horticulture Huihling, and those of 
(^rai>l>ic .Vrts, Forestry, and 
Mines, Ethnology, and tho Temple 
of Music, come in for a great amount 
of attention, while tho Manufao- 
turos and Liboial Arts, and the 
Machinery and Transportation 
buildings are the two largest build- 
ings of the Exposiiion. The Elec- 
\ trie Building is Ixjautiful beyoud 



description, and of unlimited in- 
terest. Of statuary and plastic 
ornamentations 125 largo groups of 
American sculpture adore various 
rooms of above buildings. 

Our new possessions, the Philip- 
pine and Hawaiian Islands, Porto 
Rico, Far off Tutuila and Manna, 
ami Cuba, will each have an ex- 
hibition of their own. The other 
countries that have been invited 
to take pait and display an exhibit 
of their own, aro Canada, Mexico, 
Brazil, Chili, Venezuela, Aigentine 
Republic, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, 
United States of Columbia, Guate- 
mala, San Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Hayti, San Domingo, 
Costa Rica and the West Indies, 
and from all have come hearty as- 
surances of bringing the best 
possible exhibits. 

Apart from these, of a gayer 
nature, is the Midway, which 
will abound in amusements. En- 
tertainers knq,wn from one part of 
the globe to another will be there.

Pr-ior to the open panto mi me, 
Professor Kerney made a brief 
address, in sut>slance as follows: 
A MUTE'S EXri.ANTION. 

"We have a nce<l to glance back 
over Ihe ancient times when the 
conditions and prosiiectsof the deaf- 
mutes were wretidied beyond iin 
agination, previous to the invention 
of the methods of odiicaiing them. 
The philosopher, Aristotle, de- 
clared deaf-mutes to be incapable of 
instruction, while St Augustine 
maintained that the truths of the 
holy faith could not bo communieat 
ed to them, and this was Ihe uni- 
versal opinion of classical antiquity 
The poet, Lucretius, agrood with 
Aristotle in these words: 
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Northampton, England, pfwsesses 
a newspafier which is in one resp«!'ft 
unequale<l by any other jottrnal in 
Europe. It was started in 1720, 
and has never, from that year to the 
prem-nt time, been iiilerrupted for 



A sentiment which has held sway 
for 2,000 years since his day. 
Scarcely more than 75 years ago this 
declaration of Lucretius could apply 
to everj' diMif-mute in America. 
Hapjiily, however, the predictions 
of the scholars failed long before the 
nineteenth century, blessiriKs to the 
labor of the bcnefaclors. 'J'he deaf- 
wr-re the last race in the world to be 
educated. 

" Systematic instruction of deaf- 
mutes is barely 125 years old. 
Within this last, the ninfeenth, of 
all the Christian eentrrries, these 
[leople have come to be treated as 
fellow-crcaiur-es, feilow-citiaens anri 
fellow-(;hri8tlanH, 

"There was no school for the 
education of the deaf in America 
uptil 1H17. 

One hundred and eleven schools 
lieside a iralional deaf-inut<! rrollege 
at Washington, D. C, have been 
built in the United States at a cosi 
of »7,5OOO,0O0. Education has 
made over .3.5,000 deaf-rnules iisefitl 
and happy citizens. There are 
0,.'>00 deaf pujiil.s in s(diool to-<lay, 
with nearly 1,000 teachers. 

" What a great surfirih^e it would 
be to Aristotle, St. Augustine and 
LucreUus, could they witness to- 
night that deaf uraduates are yet- 
ting along swimmingly in thoir 
bailie of life, fis pr 
founders, superinlendents ■ 
rleaf-mule schools, editors, authors, 
journalists poetJt, lawyers, bankers, 
merchants, drugifisis, surgeons, 
arii d draughtsmen.

this hustling world, as if they had 
never been deaf-mutes. 

"Two methods are (employed in 
educating the deaf: One that of 
the sign language and the manual 
alphabet; the other, that of articula- 
tion and lip-reading. All this re- 
quires soiontific labor and untold 
patience, but it is play coiniiarod 
with the task of teaching the deaf 
to speak and read the lips. Nearly 
all the State schools employ the 
combined system, wlii(!h (tonsisls of 
methods of all kinds adapted to the 
ruieds of the scholars, who are not 
scarificed to the explotaition of a 
method. 

" The ability to learn to articulate 
and read from the lips, differs 
greatly in diffcirent deaf-mutes. A 
few acquire it (piito readily and 
|ierfe<!tly, though they had been in 
school long before thefr hearing 
was lost; others gain it slowly and 
imperfi'Ctly, while a greater 
number fail to make any satis- 
fa(!lory jirogress. A ver-y small per 
(sent <if the silent people wcjre born 
deaf and dumb; the majority lost 
iJieir hearing though sickness and 
accidents. 

"The Califor-nia Deaf-Mitte 
institution at Berkehsy under Dr. 
Warring Wilkinson, is favorably 
compared with the best schools of 
the kind in Eiii'ope and America I 
have visited He is surrounded by 
an army of trained siiecialistH of all 
methods, both oral and sign, under 
which the pujiils are carefully edu- 
cated, intellectually, morall.y and 
|)hysically. The scholar's learn a 
trade so as to be able to fight their 
own battle of life after they leave 
sfdiool. They have the stimulus of 
their intelligent schoolmates, and 
they enjoy j>i'i-ater home comfort 
and symjiaihy than is found attln-ir 
own homes. The graduates enter 
Ihe world as self-suppor'ting citizens 
aiui as useful taxpayers." — Lo.'i 
Anijrh^.s Kri>r('M», April ll.

Although not a resident of this 
State for almost two years, John 
Pennington Walker, E.sq., Superin- 
tendent of the New Jersey School 
for the Deaf, seems to have lost 
none of his old-time popularity 
among the deaf here. The most 
ro<!ent. proof of this was seen in the 
enthusiastic audience which greeted 
him on the occasion of his lecture 
before 'he Clerc Literary As.socia- 
liou, on Thursday evening, April 
18Mi. Th(Mi, to use the truthful ex- 
pression of Secretary Lipselt, there 
were more people than chairs in 
All Souls' llall, where the lecture 
was given, and quite a numf)ei had 
to stand. (Jratifying as it must 
have been to Mr. Walker to see so 
many of his former pupils and 
friends present, he deserved all the 
honor and esteem which their 
presence meant. For few hearing 
teachers know the deaf so well ; few 
have sacrificed so much for them, 
shown by his loyalty to the profes- 
sion from which nothing could lure 
him for so long, and by his unifoim 
kind treatment of all deaf; and 
fewer still have been able to render 
the adult deaf so much assistance 
when in need of the services of a 
lawyer. Naturally the deaf admire, 
love and revere him according to 
the intensity of their feeling. 

In introducing Mr. W^alker, Presi- 
dent Durian paid him a high com- 
pliment as a friend of the deaf. 

As Mr. Walker rose to speak, he 
was greeted with a round of ap- 
plause. He wore full diess and 
looked as well as ever, and he soon 
had (he closest attention of all pre- 
8(>nt. After a few remarks in reply 
to the President's, he told how his 
thoughts hail wamlered back to the 
time of the old Foster regime at 
Broad and Pine Streets. It l)rought 
to |him and to us all messages of 
trreaf value as virtues. It pleased 
him, and he hoped his friends also 
to recall some of tlioiu and to leain 
the lessons they taught us. 

Then, in eloquent and graphical 
signs, he pictured the old abandtuied 
Institution as clouded round about 
with must and fog by the long lapse 
of time, the memory of which was 
also, i)erhaps, glowing faint in the 
minds of many of its former occu- 
pants; but yet the keen observer 
could not fail to note the striking 
personalities of that particular 
regime. One by one they loomed 
in the dim distance, or their ghosts 
appealed as Hainiel's of old, and, 
like Hamlet, also, each one brought 
a particular message which le- 
ju'esenteil some cai(iinal virtue of 
their life or the chief characteristic 
by whi<'h they were best known. 
Thus, for instance, the gentle and 
lovable Joshua Foster brought a 
bountiful me.Hsage of Love. In lik<! 
manner, each other character 
biought a dilTerent message. After 
the last message had l)een read, he 
asked if the regime alluded to had 
not left US a rich jegaey in virtues. 
They were certainly worthy of 
MMueinbrance by ns He thought 
the condition of things that prevail- 
ed in the Institutions of to day was 
far from being above criticism! The 
tendency is to cater to the ease and 
convenience of the "superin- 
tendent and teaohers" too much. 
They get the best of everything, 
while the inmates of the schools get 
little real comfort, such as may be 
obtained at home. It seemed to liini 
that in this progressive age there 
should come a reversal of things 
and the inmates receive more of the 
attention, treatment and care that 
they get at home. Of course, it 
would not be possible to give every- 
thing, but more could be done than 
has been tiieil. 

Ml. 'WalUer's audience was 
evidently in accord with him in 
these conclusions, for they did not 
fail to note the sympathy they con- 
veyed to the deaf in school. After 
he concluded, a lady in an appro- 
jiriato si)eeeh, moved a hearty vole 
of thanks to him, and afterwards 
several deaf commented upon the 
the things of the lectute that had 
iuleiesled them most. 

The Philaqel|)hia AVco/v/ contain- 
ed the following comment on the 
lecture: 

Did you ever attend a lecture delivered in 
the sign Isnguage V It is well worth seeing. 
There was one iit All So\i1n' Churi'h for the 
Deaf, on Franklin (Street, above (ireen, last 
Thursday night. The lecturer was Dr. 
John 1^ Walker, the sup«"rintendent of the 
School for the Deaf at Trenton, and his 
subject was " The Me.isa.gc of the Old 
Heginie." lie had an a\idience that lllled 
every nook and cranny, all stone deaf, aiul

But watch him close- 
ly, and before long the pictures he is pre- 
senting and the scenes he Is portraying be- 
gin to dawn uiKin you, and the keen ob- 
server will not have to go twice to learn 
why these inteasely interested deaf persons 
are there in such numberson lecture nights. 
There is a lecture in the sign language 
every Thursday evening. Several years ago 
a dramatic company composed of deaf- 
mutes gave a pcrlormance of "The Mer- 
chant of Venice," the play being given en- 
tirely in the sign language. 

The loving cup which the deaf 
of Philadelpliia presented to Mr. 
Waldsr, about a year ago, was 
exhibited after the lecture. Many 
had not seen it before and it was 
at their request that the exhibit- 
ion was made.

HOW ENGLISH TIMEPIECES ARE 
TESTKD IN THE KEW OBSER- 
VATORY. 
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Kew observatory has lately been 
much in the public mind con.sequent 
upon the threatened derangement 
of its delicately made instruments 
by the installation of electric tram- 
ways at Hammersmith, .some miles 
distant. 

The very position of the observa- 
tory is ample testimony to the 
sensitiveness of the wtmderful 
machines it contains. Situated 
about two miles from Richmond, 
the solitary building stands like a 
beacon in the midst of a.far-stretch- 
in.sr sea of ine.idow^ land. But the 
observatory is more than a home 
of magnetic mystery. They cook 
watches there! 

If you contemplate buying an 
expensive watch you can have it 
sent to the observatory, where for 
45 days it will undergo an onleal 
that will test its capabilities to the 
utmost. 

The branch of the observatory 
whore this interesting operation is 
carried on is known as the rating 
department of the national physical 
laboratory. The observer, E. G. 
Constalile, explained to a repre- 
sentative of the nnilij Mai! who 
visited the observatory that about 
500 watches are tested yearly, and 
that 10,400 have passed thrtuijjh 
their hands since the department 
was opened. ^ 

On this particular daj* 40 watches 
were under observation. An ambi- 
tious watcli in pursuit of a first-class 
certificate commences its career at 
Kew by standing upright for five 
days in an ordinary sale. It 
spends a-si:nilar period in thieeotlier 
positions, and is then placed on its 
hack in a refrigerator. After five 
days of that icy abode it is re- 
moved to an oven kept at a tem- 
perature of 90 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and is at last restored to a normal 
temperature All this time the 
watchful eye of the observer 
been upon it, and tne watch's 
liavior duly noted in books. 

Every variation of a second 
watch makes in the difTerenI 
positions and temperatures is 
carefully entered, and certain 
marks for or against are given it. 
What this means will bo the better 
appreciated when it is explained 
that Kew posses.sos instruments 
capable of indicating the luin- 
dro<lth part of a second. 

The highest marks awarded fo a 
wattdi are 100, and if it gains over 
80 the words "ispecially good" are 
writ ion on its certificate when the 
watch leaves the observatory. T>ast 
year the lowest marks received by a 
watch were 44 and the highest 00.1. 
The latter was English maile. 

Quite a number of watches were 
in the oven stage. The oven is an 
ordinary safe, healed with a tubular 
boiler, and over it a constant supply 
of hot water is kept. The refri- 
gerator is of an ordinary kind. 

All kinds of watches wore there. 
There was an explorer's watch, so 
watertight that it would keep <m 
lickintr merrily at the bottom of the 
sea. There was the watch of an 
imporiant offlcial of the National 
Cyclists' union, which splits seconds 
to intinitosimal degrees, and conies 
to Kew ever}- yeai. In reading 
time it is not accepted as official 
unless the watch has gained a Kew 
certificate. Then there were 
watches destined to accompany an 
expedilion to the South pole an<i 
j>robably to tick whore watches 
never ticked before. There were 
cheap-l<H>king silver watches, really 
worth £15 and £-10 — appearances 
are deceptive in watches — and there 
was a wonderful gold watch that 
cost i.';?00, ami does mon' things 
thah- there is space fo enumerate 
here. 

But the most remarkable watch 
that has ever been "baked"' and 
" frozen" at Kew cost close upon 
£:?,000. It was bought by a sports- 
man with his winnings in one 
horse race. The owner's mono 
grain on the outer case was siii 
rounbed with 24 diamonds, and a 
picluro of the horse appeared on 
the other side in enamel, the art- 
ist having spent a week in the 
stables to net an accurate drawing. 

The Wiitch, however, proved to be 
useful as well as ornamental, and 
Kew wjus able lo send its distin- 
gui.shed visitor home accompanied 
by a certificate worthy of its position 
in the watch world. — J^mdon Mail.
